2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ashihara 
5,197,734. 

Ashihara discloses a tactical defense device (col. 1 , II. 1 2-1 4), which comprises a 
dispenser having a tubular body (3) having a first end (la) defining a fonward portion 
and an opposite second end, the tubular body to receive a pressurized spray cartridge 
(C), a discharge orifice (22) defined in the fonward portion, and a tubular connector (1) 
coupling having a first end (4) for connection to the second end of the dispenser and an 
opposite second end, the connector coupling housing a switch mechanism (23) for 
activation of the spray cartridge (col. 4, II. 4-7), an end cap (20) for connection to the 
second end of the connector coupling, the end cap defining an external thread (col. 4, II. 
12-16).
